The remarks of the court came out 
i of a clear sky and startled the court 
room into shocked silence. 
Crowe Wanette* 
Mr. Crowes' jaw dropped and he 
blanched visibly under the judicial 
broadside. 
“Your honor, I had— 
he began, but 
the Judge interrupted him. 
“The state’s attorney knew full welli 
that his remarks would be heralded 
far and wide”, said the court. 
“He 
knew, too, the court would have no 
opportunity to reply or defend himself 
from criticism except by the action 
he has taken.” 
Decision September IO 
The judge then read 
a prepared 
statem ent and at its conclusion an­ 
nounced he would give his decision 
September IO. at 9:30 a. rn., unless 
illness prevent*.

guilty he permitted evidence to be 
heard and we have been criticized be­ 
cause of the length of time it take* 
for an execution 
after 
the

passes judgment. 
Calls Trial Speedy 
“ Permit me to say with reference 
to delays of justice that this trial is 
J one of the speediest trials on a crimi­ 
nal case ever heard in Cook county 
in which the state has asked the death 
penalty. 
“And this could not have been done 
if it had not been for the able man­ 
ner in which the state’s attorney of 
this county investigated and prepared 
his case arui was ready to go to trial 
when called. 
“The defense are to be commended 
because they made no attem pt to de­ 
lay the trial. 
“The murder was committed on May 
21, exactly two months 
before th* 
trial started. 
The deefndants were 
arrested on May 31, ten day* after 
the murder, indicted within a abort 
time thereafter and within six weeks 
of the day of the indictment this case 
j was on trial.
